executive force of tke senate, anil that 
sonti ment took tangible sliape immediately 
after tho adjournment of the caucus when 
the caticus comn>ittee mot in Mr, Ransom's 
room for the purpose of considering tho 
subject. It ia probal)lo that by this timo 
next week, if not earlier, the elective officers 
of the senate will have been changed» 


It will be seen that the committee pro- 
vided chairmanships for Senators Peffer 
and Kyle, the Populist members, and per- 
mitted Mr. Stewart to retain the chairman- 
ship of tho committee ou mines and min- 
ing, which he held under the Republican 
organization. Thci*e was some debate over 
this action and some opposition, but the in- 
liueuce of tiie eommitte prevailed and tho 
silver senator from Nevada will not be dis- 
turbed. Either upon tlie standing or select 
committees, places were found as chairmen 
for all tho new Democratic senators. 
The 
Republicans are given eleven committees, 
just as they gave the Democrats.

The committee is. therefore, 
not likely to report any bill looking to the 
repeal of the Sherman law, and the finan- 
cial sitation will remain unchanged, so far 
as now legislation for free silver is con- 
cerned, In the Fifty-third congress. 


The south gets thirty-one of the chair- 
manships, the north and west thirteen and 
the Populist senators four. 


The Republican committee which ar- 
ranged the minority representation on the 
committees, presented its report to the Re- 
publican caucus today.

The object sought to be attained is that 
a great amount of rest for the 
cow is 
secured. 
She lies quiet or sleeps durin^' 
the middle of the day, and in dointj so 
better results are reached in tho product 
of milk. 
To feed twice a day implies a 
warm stable and the best quality of the 
most acceptable form of food in ample 
quantity that the cows will 
consume. 
Under such conditions it is claimed that 
dairy cows will prosper in a larger meas- 
ure than more frequent feeding will ad- 
mit of.—American Dairyman. 


CRNAKENTTHE ROADSIDE. 


The general appearance ot the road- 
side can be much improved by clearing 
up the brush and loose fencing materials 
aud by not usiui^ the 
roadside 
as a 
dumping ground lor rubbUh. 
Plant a 
few shade trees upon one side only, es- 
pecially if the road runs north and south, 
as large trees on both sides shade the 
road so densely that it dries out very 
slowly after cach raiu. 
A few apple-, or 
other standard fruit trees, with proper 
care, can be made to flourish and be as 
valuable along the roadside as in the cul- 
tivated tielda. Weeds and bushes should 
be cut down each year, and it takes but 
little 
time to make 
the roadsides so 
smooth that the grass along them can be 
cut with a machine, 
Tney look so much 
neater when thus triaamed, and the hay 
alone wull compensate lor all trouble in- 
volved 
in this road 
improvement.— 
American Agriculturist.

The advantage iu 
hanging it in the horse stables is con« 
Ycnience, but it is questionable economy. 


While there is leisure it is a good time 
to overhaul tho harness and repair and 
oil thnroujihly before the season for hard 
work begins. 


Another item, not only in saving ths 
harness, but the horses as well, 
is te 
have the harness properly fitted so far ae 
is possible; every work 
horse on 
tho 
farm should have a collar and set of bar- 
iiess properly fitted lohim. A collar that 
fits one horse, 
especially after he 
ha? 
worked in it awhile, will rarely, if ever, 
fit another as snugly and comfortably as 
it ought. 
The harness should fit snugly 
into the collar, but not so tightly as to 
press it out of shape. 
Ill-fitting collars 
and harness caus3 galls and 
sores, and 
in nearly all cases these are easier pre- 
vented than cured. 
The collars should 
always be kept clean, 
as dirty 
collars 
and dirty shoulders often cause sores. 
In purchasing a new collar it is best to 
have it fit snug aud tight, and in a shorl 
time it will adapt itself to the shape of 
the shoulders iu pulling. 
Be sure that 
the bridles and lines are good, as a weak 
place in these otten causes considerable 
loss through a runaway. 


It is alway goods economy to buy good 
harness, as cheap harness almost always 
proves dear in the end. 
But in order to 
get thejnost out of good harness it must 
be properly talceu care of.—St. Louis lie- 
public.

young plants, by means of a bellows, de- 
stroyed the lice quite elleetivcly, and 
with much less trouble.

gave the plants an untidy appearance, so 
that Dctter methods were sought 
and [ cream with "the thermomTte^^^^ 
soon found.

be cilled iu case of accident. 
Beneath 
arc the words, »«What to do aud how to 
do it." 
There is a list of tho accidents 
most liable to happen to cnildren 
and 
the remedy for oacn. 
Bites and swal- 
lowed buttons, 
bleeding nose, 
burns, 
convulsions, stings, bruises and sprain?, 
and poisons are all provided for; and in 
a box beneath the card are kept absorb- 
ent cotton, court-plaster, line, 
arnica, 
and various necessaries that are only to 
be used in 
cases of accident. 
When 
general chaos reigns, and even the Intel- 
ligent have bst their wits, this card is 
invaluable. 
To be able to read and un- 
derstand it might be one of 
the tests 
used in engaging a nursemaid.

ELECTRICITY IIEh:>3 IN irOUSEWOniC. 
Many little tasks about the house may 
be done by electricity with a great gam 
iu convenience. 
Talce a slight and 
tri- 
fling matter as an instance. 
Grinding 
the coilee takes some minutes. 
It can be 
arranged so that 
tho only 
attention 
needed is the pulling out of a small slide 
which allows the colfee to fall into the 
mill from a bin. 
Pulling out the slide 
starts tho motor, 
and 
when a 
given 
amount is ground and has fallen into the 
coHee-pot below, the weight will auto- 
matically turn off the motor, thus leav- 
ing the coffee in the pot ready to boil. 
Among the other things about the house 
that can be done by electricity arc wash- 
ing clothes, turning u clothes-wnnger, a 
meat-caopper, a fruit cxpresser, an ice 
cream freezer, an egg beater, a cream ex- 
tractor, which will take all tho cream out 
of the milk in an instant, and an oatmeal 
crusher. 
Tnese and a hundred other lit- 
tle things are usually done wrong by do- 
mestics. 
By electricity they are done 
cxactly right.—Detroit F/ee Press. 


is^to scatter 
tobacco stems among 
the 
plants. 
If bedded out, the surface be- 
tween the plants is entirely 
covered 
with stems. 
Tobacco 
stems are also 
placed on the water or steam pipes. For 
house plants, the stems should be cut 
short and scattered over the soil iu the 
pots, which not only kills the lice that 
infest the tops, but the root aphis as 
well. 
These underground enemies are 
more injurious than those presented to 
view, and often Kill the plant without 
our knowing the real cause of its death. 
The water applied will carry sufficient 
strength of the tobacco to the roots to 
free them from insect enemies. 
At the 
same time tobacco stems are one of the 
best feitilizers that can be used. 
They 
contain more plant food than can 
be 
found in tho same given amount of any 
other vegetable substance, and no danger 
can arise from a too liberal use of them.

THE FAIIM UAHNESS. 


The proper care of tho harness is on 
important item iu farm inauagement. 
If 
kept clean and well oiled and hung up in 
a convenient, tight closet when not in 
use at will last as long again as when 
hung up behind the horses in thostabl« 
and allowed to accumulate dirt and filth 
and go without oiling. 
Harness that is 
in use tho greater part of th<? time should 
be thoroughly oiled at least every three 
months, aud in many cases, 
especially 
during the winter, it will bo better to 
oil it every two months. 
In oiling it 
should be taken apart 
and 
every part 
wiped clean with a wet rag. 
If it is 
dirty water and soap should be used to 
clean it thoroughly. 
Apply the oil with 
a cloth, taking pains to rub iu carefully. 
Harness oil can generally be bought at 
tho stores or harness shops, but neats- 
foot oil and 
lampblack 
make a good 
harness oil, 
la many 
cases it 
will bo 
best to go over tho harness 
twice, es- 
pecially when, as is often the case on the 


farm, it is a long time between 
oilings.

If you warm the churn thoroughly by 
means of hot water before you put the 
cream into it, there will be little danger 
of the outside cold temperature affecting 
the cream. 


German sugar-beet growers and man- 
ufacturers use oxen instead of horses for 
their working stock, aud then fatten 
them for beef upon the beet-pulp refuse, 
There'^ economy! 


As the tillage of wheit, under our 
present methods, must con^iit almost 
wholly in the proper preparation of the 
seed-bed, no effort or labor should be 
spared that will help to make that prep- 
aration complete. 


The money received for cattle sold is 
easily enough calculated. 
But the ben- 
efit to the land which results from their 
proper handling can never be told in 
dolíais and cents. Usually one estimates 
It too low rather than too high. 


Pruit-growiug pays, but don't go into 
it uU at once. Start with a small amount 
of laud and plant a good variety. 
Then 
while learning practically the methods 
of culture you can also find what branch 
of the worlc is best suited to your needs, 


Tho purpose of all agriculture is to 
make a plant (or an animal) grow to the 
best advantage under the conditions sur- 
rounding it, and to surround it with the 
conditions that will best minister to such 
growth. 
You are all right if you are 
working along this line. 


One thousand bushels of potatoes per 
acre, 
bushels shelled corn and 105 
bushels of wheat have shown what the 
possibilities of the soil are, 
Aud the 
average yield of about one-tenth these 
amounts shows bow far farmers usually 
come from achieving theae possibilities. 


It is surprising how lightly most farm- 
ers treat their poultry interest and how 
peraistently they continue to regard it 
as a small affair. 
Yet in this business 
lie great possibilities to every farmer, 
for on every farm tho conditions are such 
as to mHkc poultry profitable if they art 


NEEDLESS WASTE. 


A 
few hints 
in 
rcp:ard to caieless 
wastefulness are well worth considering. 
Waste in the kitchen is often very great 
from apparently trivial sources. 


In cooking meats the w^ter is thrown 
out without removing the grease, or tho 
grease irom the dripping pan is thrown 
away. 


Scraps of meat are thrown away. 
Cold potatoes are left to sour and 
apoil. 


Dried fruits aro not looked after, and 
become wormy. 


Vinegar and sauce are left standing in 
tin. 


Apples are left to decay for want of 
**sorting over." 
Tho tea canister is left open, 
Vituals are left exposed to be eaten b j 
the mice. 


Bones of meat and the carcass of tur- 
key are thrown away when they could 
be used in making good soups. 


Sugar, tea, coffee and rice are care- 
lessly spilled in tho handling. 


Soap is left to dissolve und waste iu 
the water. 
Dish towels aro used for dish cloths. 
Kapkina are used for dish towels.

the islands have been made 
somewhat 
familiar througli the writings of travel-

time when King Kalakaua, late lament- 
ed, visited 
this country in Rearch of a 
loan for his bankrupt Treasury» and later 
when bis Queen, Kapiolani, came here 
on the same errand. 


The Hawaiian Islands form a most in- 
teresting country, however, in themselves 
and in their history, especially to Amer- 
ioans; for Americans have 
led in their 
developments, have for years controlled 
their ^^e1lth, and have had the strongest 
voice in their government. 


That hardy old mariner. Captain Cook, 
happened to run across the 
Hawaiian 
Islands in 1779. 
lie had quite a differ- 
ent ooject in mind when 
he made this 
discovery; but then the early discoverers 
nil seemed to have a weakness for 
find- 
ing something that 
they never^thought 
of looking for. 
Captain Cook called 
the islands the Sandwich Islands. 
His 
reason for 
so doing is not 
known, 
unless 
the veteran 
conundrum 
**bc- 
cause of 
the sand-wich-^is-there" may 
have some bearing on it. 
However, 
the 
Sandwich 
Islands they have 
re- 
m'^ined in 
the minds 
of 
most men. 
At the time of reporting his discovery 
Captain Cook said 
he 
thought there 
v;ere as miiny as ^100,000 natives there.

Dr. Nausea's late lecture before tht 
British, Geographicil

Bupply of electric current that henceforth 
no well-equipped Arctic expedition will 
be 
considered 
complete 
without 
its 
dynamo. 
It is es^sy to imagine 
how 
cheering will be the elleet of the electric 
light on those whose perilous task will 
subject them for some moutha to almost 
total darkness. 
Dr. Nausea's proposed 
method of generating electricity is at all 
events original, although somewhat de- 
iicient in the quality of reliability. 
He 
proposes to have a windmill on deck to 
drive the dynamo, and when tho wind 
fails to let bis men talce turn about at a 
'•walk-mill," ia order 
to afford them

Hawaii, the main one of thu ijroap of 
twelve islandF, is about 3100 miles west 
by south of San Francisco. 
Fast steain- 
shiplinea now run from Honolulu to San 
Francisco, 
The islands stretch out for 
k distance of 3o'J miles in the Paciiic, 
buc (»nly eii^ht of them are inhabited. 
These hnve a total area of 6'510 square 
miles, as follows: H-iwiui, 4210 square 
miies; Muui, 760; Uahu, 600; K^juai, 
t«0; Molfikai, 270; i^anai, 150; Nihau, 
U7; Kaljoolawe, Co. 


Each of the islands used to have its 
own diiaky king and be a little world to 
itsel'. 
Aoout the year ISOO, however, 
there wm; an old chap Htrug^Unij under 
the name of luimehamena (pronounced as 
spelled,) who, like Alex-iader the Great, 
'Miirhecl for more worlds to conquer. 
He mndo up his mind that iie would 
eoaquer all the otuer worlds he kne^v 
about, the Hawaiian Lslandx, and this he 
proceeded to do with neatness and dis- 
patch, and mi'le himself Kui^ of them 
all. 
liver smce the monarchy has pre- 
srailed, tnouijh tho loyal family has buen 
ia a very bad way from the time tUat 
American enterprise began to assert itself 
ou the islands. 


The Chinese immigration had to be 
stopped by law several years n^o. 
The 
Chinese were 
found objectionable be- 
cause of their secret societies, organized 
to control the labor market; because of 
their trickery in business matters, and 
because cf tho depravity they were spread - 
"ig among native women. 
Among tho 
Japanese 
population males 
outnumber 
females five to one and among the 
Chi- 
nese population fifteen to one, but among 
the native population and the other im- 
migrants tho ratio is about normal, 
Tiie 
Chinese and the Japanese 
have never 
been allowed to vote. 


Many believe tbat in another genera- 
tion or two the native stock will become 
extinct. 
The natives arc called Kana- 
kas and arc of a Malay-Polynesian race, 
much like the Maoris of New Zealand, 
and like them they are dying out from 
the ravages of infectious diseases, and 
especially from drink, which, smce the 
lamented Kmg Kalakaua removed 
the 
tariff on it, has resulted in great pauper- 
ism and mortality. 
Though these na- 
tives have had the Scriptures 
among 
them 
for years, and 
have 
professed 
Christianity, a great many ot them still 
retain much of tbc barbarism of their 
fathers. 


The royal family beijias, 
a? far as 
contemporaneous history is concerncd, 
with the reis^n of King Kalakula, who 
died in 1891 at the age of 
fifty-dvc 
years. 
It 
was he who 
visited 
this 
country, as did his Queen, Kapiolani. 


Kalakaua was n good sort of King in 
his way, but the Government business 
was not exactly in his line. 
The civili- 
zation that was brought; to his domain 
was a little too much for him. 
He was 
very fond of entertaining the European 
and American visitor.-« and residents on 
his islands in kingly style. 
The result 
of it was chat his royal Treasury became 
depleted, and during the last years of 
his reign he was probably the most im- 
pecunious King on earth. 


His poverty resulted iu no small de- 
gree from his love for the game called 
poker, which, it seems nendless to say, 
he learned from Americans. 
He would 
sit u^j and play poker all night. 
If he 
won the money of his guests he would 
invite them to stay at his palace 
and 
would kill the fatted calf for them. 
If 
he lost, he would give the winners a 
royal note, provided they were not so 
indudntial thai; he felt he must pay them. 
In that event he would drain thu money 
of the pocacts of somecne of his wealthy 
and obedient subjects. 


Old Kalakaua did not hesitate to re- 
sort tricics to raise funds to have a good 
time with, 
Oae of his victims in this 
regard was a venerable Chinaman, who, 
by sharp 
methods, 
had 
accumulated 
§t>0,0uu or more» 
The selling of opium 
on the islands was illegal. 
King Kala- 
kaua summoned the old Chinaman, and 
told him that if he would drop ijiJO^OtiO

but the reigning family has stood against 
them, though its power has been taken 
away from time to time by tho granting

The islands have a very mixed popu- 
lation, owing to the great demand for 
cheap labor that resulted from tho do- 
velopmiint of the sugar industry.

into the royal Treasury lie could have 
the solo right to sell opium in tho kmg- 
dom. 
The Chinaman brought tho

Kalakaua's debts had 
increased 
in the meantime, however, so he told 
tho Chinaman that it would call for $30,- 
000 more to fix the deal. 


The Chinaman brought the other §30, • 
000. 
Kalakaua put 
it in 
bis royal 
pocket and then coolly announced that 


daughter of Colonel A. C. Cleshorn, Col- 
lector of 
the Port of Honolulu, 
who 
married the Princess Like-Like, now de- 
ceased. 
The Princess, 
who is about 
twenty years old, has been ad school in 
England for several years, und has been 
purposely 
brought 
under English in- 
fluence- 


In 1887 the monarchy was practically 
overthrown. 
King Kalakaua had been 
kicking up such high jmks tbat the for- 
eigners on the island berrán to protest. 
They called upon the King and asked 
him to sign a Constitution. 
He said he 
would not, as it took from him practi- 
cally all his royal power. 
The commit- 
tee that was waiting upon him numbered 
only thirteen, but it represented much 
of the wealth of the island. Its members 
told Kalakaua that they would give him 
thirty minutes to sign that Constitution, 
and gently suingested that there was a 
mass meeting of indignant foreigners out 
on 
tho corner. 
Kalakaua signed the 
Constitution. 


Since that time tho Americans have 
practically run the Government, 
They 
hold all of tho chief executive and ju» 
diclal offices. 
In 188« 
a 
half-breed, 
named 
Kobert 
AV. Wilcox, who had 
been educated at public expense in aa 
Italian 
military 
school, 
atcempted 
a 
revolution with a handful of men, which 
aimed to do away with the Constitution 
and restore the royal family to its old 
power. 
The white foreigners put down 
that revolution in three liour^, witii a 
loss of three men among the revolution* 
ists. 


Under 
favorable treaties 
with 
the 
United 
Scutes and 
development 
of 
American 
money, the production 
and 
commerce of the islands 
have 
become 
very extensive, 
Tlie latest otlicial figf. 
ures show that capital to the amount of 
$35,000,000 is invested there in planta» 
tiona and other productive enterprises. 
More than $:¿0.0ü0,000 of this is Ameri- 
can money, and not one-fifth of the bal- 
ance is that of natives. 
The soil is ex. 
ceedingly fertile and capable of bringing 
forth a great variety of products; but 
sugar 
planting, 
under the reciprocity 
treaty with tho United States, which ad* 
mits the product 
free of duty, is so 
profitable that other industries have beer 
neglected, 


la 1880 tho exportation of 
sugar to 
the 
United States amounted to 
000,000 
pounds. 
Tho isUndt- got a 
blow from the McKinley bill in the pro- 
virioa admitting all sugar free of duty. 
Tlúft reduced toe profits of the Hawaiin 


Royal Highness John O. Dominis, the 
Prince Consort, an American clerk in a 
Honolulu shipping house, 
whom 
she 
married thirty years ago and who died a 
year ago. 


The Queen that was is fifty years old 
and is a good-natured, fat old lady with 
a dusky skin and 
a heap ot 
^«horae 
sense," 
She speaks English fluently and 
is fairly well educated. 
As heir pre* 
sumptive she 
got a salary of §5000 a 
year and as Queen her salary was $20,- 
000 a year. 
She and his Royal Highness 
Dominis lived in the royal palace 
a^ 
Hoaolulu« which Kalakaua built. 
Be- 
tween them they had an income of about 
$75,000 a year and they saved most of it. 


The next in line of succession to the 
Hawaiian throne is Princess Kaialuani, 


planters so that many planta'^ins have

duced by about one-third, while the cost 
of staple food )>roducts there has been 
high. 
The crisis was beneilcial, 
how- 
ever, in that it caused activity in other
